Sparks from Fr. Mark 

Lent is just around the comer, beginning 
with Ash Wednesday on February 6—early 
this year. It has been a tradition in our 
community of faith to enter into the silence of 
Lent by celebrating Fat Tuesday, the day 
before Ash Wednesday, in style. Chce again 
we will offer a Fat Tuesday pancake breakfast 
in the rectory from 6:00 a.m. to 9:00 a.m. Of 
course there will be many options for self- 
indulgence, such as topping off your pancakes 
with whipped cream and chocolate chips. 
Bring on the pancakes! 

The root word for “Fat Tuesday” comes 
from the French word, “Mardi Gras,” which 
has its roots in the Christian calendar, where it 
is the last HURRAH before Lent begins. 
Mardi Gras is also related to the word 
“Carnival.” Carnival comes from the two 
Latin words, “came” and “vale,” which 
together mean “farewell to the flesh.” We 
usually associate Carnival and Mardi Gras with 
the huge party in New Orleans that often gets 
out of control. Yet Carnival and Mardi Gras 
are celebrated all over the world, it seems, with 
the most well known celebrations in Europe 
and Latin America, including Nice, France; 
Cologne, Germany; and Rio de Janeiro, Brazil. 


In particular, the celebration of Mardi Gras in 
France comes from the tradition of slaughtering 
and feasting upon a fattened calf on the last day 
of Carnival. This day is also known as “Shrove 
Tuesday,” which comes from "to shrive," or to 
hear confessions. 

Another name for Shrove Tuesday in France is 
“Pancake Tuesday,” which is where we got the 
idea to have pancakes in the rectory on the 
Tuesday before Ash Wednesday. The custom of 
making pancakes comes from the need to use up 
fat, eggs, and dairy products before the fasting 
and abstinence of Lent begins. 

I would like to invite all of 

you over for pancakes on 

Tuesday. February 5. to help 

celebrate Pancake Tuesday 

as a parish community. 

Let us feast together so that we 
may enter into the silence of Lent to 
be renewed again.
